worked out yield the fullest returns educa- 
tional values. The details these particular proj- 


ects will neither meet the needs all teachers nor 
constitute fixed course arithmetic for the 


grade, but hoped that they may prove suggest- 
ive, and that the outlines may modified 
fit varying conditions. 


Statement Principles

The proof the need for number found its 
recurrency the child’s daily life. Before enters 
school many number facts are usual his experi- 
ences and are identical with his interests. For illus- 
tration, knows that one orange larger than 
another, that his baby brother heavier than his sis- 
ter’s doll, and that penny will buy stick candy. 
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This innate number sense quantitative ideas 
the world gives him numerical notions which, though 
simple and elemental, are the foundations mathe- 
matical concepts. 

Its Aim Social. 

When the justification for number rests the 
child’s need for exercise control over his envi- 
ronment, the aim loses its scientific appearance and 
assumes social significance. 

Its Content Common Experience. 

Subject-matter which selected the basis 
social aim determined large extent through 
examination activities. The activities the 
child are concerned with phases play, construc- 
tion, investigation, and communication. the 
business the school help the child clarify, refine, 
and improve the results these natural activities. 
typical examples which offer worth-while prob- 
lems this article suggests:

The preparation and serving food for 
party.

These interests involve manipulation materi- 
als connection with the study plane figures and 
uses measures length, weight, and money 
values. far the pupil’s experience and not 
his age determines these correlations, the situations 
are natural and stimulate natural reactions. Nor- 
mal responses conditions which include neces- 
sary consequence construction, manipulation, and 
observation the common relationships 
result genuine mastery number. 

Its Methods are Rational. 

generous use carefully selected material 
which bears upon social and industrial life points 
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out the errors prescribed methods which tend 
dogmatical and many the 
repeated activities that attend the working out 
problem will provide for fixing the necessary facts, 
which the child feels, and the outcome the teach- 
ing facts connection with some the industrial 
processes series acts which results are accom- 
plished the organized activities society. 

Its Projects Stimulate Appreci- 
ation Values, and Provide for the Acquisition 
Skill and Knowledge. 

recognition the child’s interests human 
activities, problems associated with the prepara- 
tion shelter, food, and clothing, well with 
work and play, suggests methods and material 
means which may things for 
ther, provides opportunity for co-operative effort 
and for the study the sources, uses, and values 
various forms staple commodities well the 
necessary features occupations. This general in- 
formation lays foundation for more intensive and 
highly organized later study.

the teaching each problem growing out 
project which involves manipulation and construc- 
tion, the following steps should observed: 

Purposing. orderly presentation the 
subject requires that the teacher lead the child 
discover for himself attractive problems and worth- 
while purposes, which may 
Therefore, before attempting given piece work 
involving materials, the uses and purposes and val- 
ues the product should considered, its place and 
its arrangement, its necessary space divisions, color 
harmonies, and relative proportions, should dis- 
cussed. This work should not hurried but time 
allowed reflect upon the advantages and disad- 
vantages different ideas, and reach agree- 
ment. Whether not the children grow power 
make intelligent decisions matter great con- 
sequence. 

Planning. graphical method illustration 
brings out relationships and conveys sense real- 
ity. make the planning less difficult and facili- 
tate thinking the class may provided with models. 


These, though rough, convey more glance than 
lengthy oral descriptions. This does not imply 
ready-made pattern method dictation, but 
rather basis for comparison which better stand- 
ards and clearer judgments can attained. After 
conclusions are drawn concerning the size the ob- 
ject and the relative proportions parts, plan 
working drawing should made. 

Executing. After purposing and planning the 
children are then prepared express their ideas 
through construction. 

Judging. executing, the purposes are 
kept continually mind, critical attitude accom- 
panies the work. From time time, the class should 
examine the results their thinking the light 
their ultimate goal. 
part the project, they should study the product, 
decide the most acceptable points, and offer con- 
structive criticism. This will give the teacher 
chance study the qualities their appreciations 
and will help her understand where she should 
begin build better standards. 


The Method Drill. 


The teacher should analyze the content les- 
son series lessons definitely decide what 
elements should become firmly fixed. Knowl- 
edge itself somewhat narrow; neither in- 
cludes that degree skill and accuracy which 
derived from practice nor efficiency general. 
Therefore, the establishment habits should follow 
the imparting ideas. each exercise this 
kind the following steps should observed: 

The Realization Need. felt need the 
child’s part necessary successful drill; this the 
activities construction should stimulate. 

Knowing What Done. The children 
should focus their attention the essential elements 
the lesson. pupils count slowly, for instance, 
they should know that specific drill exercise in- 
tended increase rapidity. 

Repetition with Attention. exceptions 
should allowed the repetitions until the new 
habit established. Attention necessary these 
repetitions avoid error, shorten time, and 
increase skill. attention weakens can re- 
newed varying the method procedure. Drill 
should discontinued degrees and should not 
come end until proficiency has been attained.

“They looked like big tigers—only they had 
spots. They scared me—I—I hated 

Shepherds—leopards—what silly mistake! But 
think the picture the child’s mind. The flocks 
are huddled together the valley, the woolly lambs 
close their mothers. the hillside crouch the 
cruel leopards waiting for the coming darkness 
before they pounce upon their prey. One little 
lamb wanders from his mother’s side. gray shape 
with fiery eyes steals through the shadows. Then 
the swift, strong leap the leopard, little wailing 
cry, the frightened bleating the mother sheep— 
and silence. 

Small wonder that—While leopards watched the 
flocks night, was not beautiful conception, but 
terrifying one, Philip. 

This little incident typical hundreds that 
every kindergartner and first grade teacher knows, 
and countless thousands that they never discover, 
for more childish misconceptions are concealed than 
ever revealed and corrected. Probably every adult 
still has his vocabulary dozens words that hold 
the memories childish misinterpretations. 
friend tells that one her odd words was mis- 
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led. She had fancied was pronounced 
and interpreted meaning mentally befogged. 
She was college before she discovered her error, 
and she yielded her very reluctantly 
the altar custom, having found very pleas- 
ant and picturesque word. 

All this connects itself directly with the study 
language the first grade and the kindergarten. 
not safe these grades take for granted that 
children attach words their true meaning. 
obligatory upon the teacher see that the 
school vocabulary legitimate one, made 
words that every child understands. Children re- 
peat words parrot fashion, without knowing that 
they not know their meaning. The teacher must 
simplify, amplify, and explain, endlessly 
tiently, until she fairly certain that words have 
approximately their current value. 

When possible, the actual object should illustrate 
the word. Real grains wheat, live rabbit, lit- 
tle coffee mill that could grind salt case neces- 
sity, nuts the burr, honey the comb, these give 
interest and actuality the empty word. limit- 
less supply pictures, explanations, comparisons, 
definitions, and the ever useful art pantomime,— 
these clear some the vagueness from dull minds 
and enrich the mental content the keener thinkers. 

helps great deal when the children them- 
selves become aware the difference between know- 
ing and not knowing. This, most cases, comes 
only result training. After reading poem 
the class, sometimes suggest, word 
that poem that think some children may not 
understand. Listen again, and pick out the hard 
word for Several words and phrases are usu- 
ally selected for discussion. 

When little story written the board, the 
children are asked search for mystifying words, 
until the habit separating the unknown from the 
known partially formed. Work this nature 
requires class stimulus. Only very few children 
problem. 

order sure that the children understand 
the fables and stories generally used for repro- 
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duction the first grade, usually give several ver- 
sions the story the first time tell it. serves 
two purposes. baffles the child with the parrot 
memory, and gives opportunity for any child 
select the expressions that appeal 
ally. 

From the first ask the child choose his view- 
point, or, literary critics say, his angle narra- 
tion, before telling the story. Take, for example, 
this little fable Krilof’s: 

boy had excellent knife. With this knife 
tried cut nail. The knife would not cut the 
nail. tried cut some soft jelly. The jelly 
closed together again and showed trace the 
cut. ‘Ho,’ said the boy, ‘this knife good.’ 
threw the knife away.”’ 

“Who,” ask, ‘‘might tell this ‘The 
boy could that knew the boy, 
his sister somebody, could tell about it.” 
might the lady that gave the boy his knife.”’ 

let the generous lady tell the tale, and she speaks 
somewhat follows: 

gave boy good knife, and what you 
think did with it? First, went into the barn 
and got some nails and tried cut them, but 
couldn’t. Then went into the house and got 
some jelly and tried cut that and kept closing 
again. got mad the knife and threw 
away. silly boy? could have cut 
lots things with that nice 

When every child has different problem, the 
stories not quickly become stereotyped, and 
the thought the story more clearly emphasized. 

This particular story, the way, rather val- 
uable. Not only has kernel good sense, and, 
from the child’s standpoint, decidedly funny side, 
but brings such expressions as, ‘“This knife ain’t 
good,” can’t cut nothing with it,” ain’t 
any right forward into the light, where they 
can seen, and made yield more suitable sub- 
stitutes. 

Number lessons, lessons drawing construc- 
tion, the teaching new games, give opportunity 
for drill the use English clear and definite 
that cannot misunderstood. giving 
the directions myself dictated lesson, usually 
ask the children give them. make the object, 
asking them tell me, step step, just what 
have done. Then one child may the teacher, and 
give the directions himself, subject class criticism 
his commands are vague. 

Sometimes show new model, and ask the chil- 
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dren tell how they think was made before 
they attempt themselves desk task. This 
preliminary description and formulation directions 
not waste time, even from the point view 
the special subject. The clearer ideas the children 
have, the better and more facile the execution. 
Clear directions clarify action. 

the same way, before period free 
ask each child tell what wishes make and 
what material needs. must commit himself 
definitely certain program before given the 
desired material. like take the Plasteline 
and make Dick Whittington and his want 
make doll carriage. need two squares 
paper and some have some wall 
paper make basket like the one made last 
week—only 

Some children are full new ideas, some always 
adopt the ideas others, some attempt more than 
they can carry out, some are contented repeat the 
same simple activity day after day, without change 
improvement. the children state their plans 
these characteristics come the surface, where they 
can observed and dealt with. This helps charac- 


ter training, though the primary motive 


experience. 

have been told advocates more complete 
freedom the schoolroom that definite plans hold 
the child from the free experimentation that 
held check his own expression. 
They hold that the child who handling clay does 
not need idea. aimlessly pats and molds the 
mass until chances look like something. Then 
deliberately completes the resemblance. That, 
they say, the natural method. 

They would sympathize with little girl 
acquaintance, who, after busy hour sewing for her 
dolls, was heard remark tone extreme sur- 
prise, started make bonnet for Anna- 
bel, and came out pair pants for Tommy.” 

But freedom experiment good, cannot 
gainsaid that also educational for children 
make and state their simple plans and then carry 
them through completed action. 

Many teachers think nature study subject 
that correlates especially with language work. 
true, however, that little children are not good ob- 
servers except along few lines special interest, 
and they have little nature experience contribute 
general lesson the ‘‘drawing species. 
course they are often charmingly well intentioned 
and eager offer any remarks that seem de- 
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sired. The kind little girl who knows the hippo- 
potamus well, because her keeps one tree 
his back yard, found every kindergar- 
ten. 

friend mine has little colored boy her 
class who has been the comfort her heart because 
reported such interesting things before the nature 
class. She confessed the other day that she had be- 
come bit distrustful Clarence. morn- 
reported blandly, saw sign spring. 
robin flew window sill say ‘good 
morning’ me. was fat robin and had 
nice branch pussy willow his mouth.” 

That’s the sort thing encourage when 
over the children’s brains with fine toothed comb 
search facts that are not there. not 
really nature study and really not good language 
teaching. place for developing the imag- 
ination, but that place not elementary science. 

great deal language work can done 
connection with nature study when real experiences 
are alive the children’s minds the result 
recent excursion, when interesting material 
right before the class. Comparison and contrast be- 
tween honeycomb and hornet’s nest, moth 
and butterfly, toad’s eggs and frog’s eggs, robin’s 
nest and oriole’s nest, bring forth lively talk. 
The goose and the duck, chipmunk and squirrel, 
kingfisher and blue jay, may compared the 
use pictures. 

After the children have accumulated common 
fund nature information little games naturally 
follow. the bird that glues 
his nest the “Are you the chimney 
Bobby, the chimney swift. 
Who are the bird that flies night 
and calls his own name.”’

But all special subjects inclined think 
that number contributes the most language flu- 
ency. may seem indefensible statement, but 
truly think that when first grade teacher 
teach number, and rather ashamed and 


uncomfortable when her class recites that subject, 
simply because the language the subject has 
not been sufficiently mechanized. 

takes time and effort drill children into the 
mastery correct arithmetical expression that 
they can state simple problems and their answers 
with ease and assurance, but both are well spent, for 
when the thing learned stays learned. 
child hears and “‘it home, 
takes an,endless time eliminate the words from 
his vocabulary, because the effect schoolroom 
teaching constantly being neutralized home 
usage. The language the number lesson more 
less technical. not contradicted the 
child’s outside experience, and has useful perma- 
nence. 

Whatever number system vogue, pays 
spend few days getting every child the class 
well acquainted with desirable forms expression. 
Never mind the number facts; talk about one and 
one for weeks necessary; but help the children 
master the art definite statement; then the rest 
easy.

child can say, promptly and unhesitatingly, 
class there are boys and girls,—that makes 
road mastery number speech.

Clearness talking means clearness thinking. 
Psychologists tell that skill not transferable, 
that the mastery Latin, for example, neither helps 
nor hinders our attempts master algebra 
Greek. Surely there one solvent for all the 
subjects language. impossible not be- 
lieve that the child who can express himself clearly 
and easily any one the special subjects thereby 
helped and encouraged towards the mastery them 


all. 
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Kindergarten Methods Applied the Beginning Steps 
Reading

teaching reading has become highly or- 
ganized subject and there doubt that 
great strides have been taken the rapid acquisition 
the reading symbols. However, with this rapid 
development, there has grown serious danger 
that with the adult, logical method teaching read- 
ing have lost certain extent the child’s inter- 
est getting the thought. Reading has become 
formal school subject instead natural interest 
the life the child. The child who was taught 
read home “hit fashion can perhaps 
lay claim greater love for reading than the child 
who thinks special school subject. 

Hand hand with the routine acquiring the 
fundamentals reading must developed inter- 
est reading and appreciation the subject- 
matter. Interest reading this age may come 
from two sources, delight control symbols and 
delight getting new thought. most impor- 
tant, even these early stages learning read, 
that keep mind the fact that the real purpose 
reading the enrichment thought content. 
With this view shall stress every way possi- 
ble the methods that will enable the child read 
for thought. And equally shall endeavor have 
the reading content interest the child. 
more important develop the child’s joy reading 
than hasten the mastery the reading symbols. 

The practical solution this problem must after 
all depend upon the individual teacher. She must 
ever alert seize the interest and experiences 
her children and connect them with their reading 
lesson. For instance, visited class not long ago 
where the teacher made the visit kitten her 
class the keynote story written the black- 
board, which the regular sight words were intro- 
duced over and over again but made alive and 
interesting the exciting experience having them 
connected with the little visitor. visit the 
kitten was unexpected was brought one 
the children, but good teacher will always alive 
and eager use the momentary interests the chil- 
dren. 

Whatever reading method used, supplemen- 


tary reading should precede its introduction and con- 
tinue with it. This supplementary reading should 
based upon the daily interests and experiences 
the class. The main object help the children 
realize that reading vital, live subject closely 
related everyday interests and experiences. The 
ideal method have the children their oral 
English period discuss subjects which they are 
interested and have the teacher reproduce their sen- 
tences the blackboard and later more perma- 
nent form for their own individual books. This 
method, however, not practical with large groups 
children, but satisfactory substitute can found 
supplying the teacher with printed sentences 
based the seasonal interests the children. 
These lists should varied enough material 
that the teacher will able supply the sentences 
which the children will desire use with their pic- 
ture stories.

The aim these supplementary reading books 
not increase the child’s ability read but 
make reading vital, real subject connected with 
his everyday interests. Though this our aim, the 
result has been that the child’s reading vocabulary 
has been greatly enlarged. 

The reading this supplementary material 
interest the child considered some teachers 
all that necessary during the first year. not 
agree with this point view consider that from 
the very beginning the children should connect read- 
ing with books, that is, with literature and the store- 
house knowledge. After about six weeks pre- 
paratory work reader should used daily and 
addition certain period each week should 


devoted library purposes. Many attractive 
reading primers should placed where the children 
can have free access them. must not forget 
that this day congested living many children 
not have books home. want encourage 
the children think their books source 
pleasure and this appreciation will come more readily 
times they are permitted enjoy them without 
any definite task ahead. the end few months 
the children should encouraged tell the class 
what they have discovered their books during the 
library period. This should not obligatory but 
volunteer offering. early possible the 
year supplementary primers should used and the 
naturally quick children allowed read for the ben- 
efit the class. 

Our discussion far has been based how 
create and develop love and appreciation reading, 
but hand hand with this must mastery the 
technique reading. know that the quick re- 
call these strange symbols can come only with 
continued repetition and familiarity with these sym- 
bols. The room must full constant reminders 
this new subject. This has made many kinder- 
gartners think that primary room must unat- 
tractive, with its permanent display reading mate- 
rial. That this not true can see visiting 
many primary rooms where find the room full 
attracive picture posters the kindergarten, but 
each poster containing its useful reading material. 
When the time for the introduction phonics arrives 
phonic dictionary, based attractive pictures, 
can displayed the room that the child early 
learns the habit self-help. 

Games can take the place formal word drills 
with the advantage holding the children’s inter- 
est naturally and more intently than through the 
effort the teacher’s personality, which often 
the case formal word drill. Games like the fol- 
lowing give the children opportunity for physical 
exercise, necessary this stage development, 
and give also the necessary rapid review sight

the awakening that came with the world war when 
the nation was called upon give her man power. 
were not matter record should inclined 
doubt the startling revelations which came with 
the operation the Selective Service Law. 

Lulled inaction groundless belief our 
physical perfection were not prepared the 
summer 1917 for the startling announcement that 
were physically defective people; that over 
2,500,000 men, 46.8 per cent almost one half were 
defective and per cent were absolutely unfit for 
military service. Also, the age-long belief that the 
man brought the country was healthier and 
stronger than the man brought the city was 
shattered the fact that the country draftees made 
showing only 12.5 per cent better than those from 
the city. 

Another fact, and the one greatest importance 


for us, was that least per cent the defects 
found could have been prevented corrected had 
they been attended childhood, and had each 
individual been trained proper habits 
hygiene. other words, out population 
120,000,000 people, 45,000,000 are physically de- 
fective, 37,500,000 are fairly healthy, 
19,500,000, 6.1 per cent, are full vigor. These 
are figures that amaze, they not astound. 

Practically one out every ten babies born 
the United States, which call the most enlightened 
country the world, dies during the first year. 
these deaths per cent occur during the first 
two months and, according the Federal Children 
Bureau, 17,000 women die childbirth annually. 

May consider for moment the economic 
loss. said that careful studies have shown that 
per cent the total wage earners the United 
States are constantly idle because sickness, and 
that the average loss per wage earner seven days 
per year. Expressed dollars and cents the eco- 
nomic loss from this cause alone estimated 
$500,000,000, without considering pain and anguish 
all concerned and the reduced earning capacity 
and efficiency the individual. 

Exactly what before us, what are do, 
shown the fact that the approximately 1,500,000 
deaths 1917, 630,000 could have been prevented, 
for medical science has demonstrated that per 
cent all disease and death preventable. Com- 
municable diseases and degenerative diseases, in- 
cluding cancer, constitute the two causes death. 

The health intelligence the American people 
should increased. Every individual should 
become familiar with the nature physical defects 
and should know how detect them, especially 
those eyes, ears, teeth, adenoids 
flat feet, and posture defects. should able 
detect the early signs communicable and degenera- 
tive diseases and prepared meet casual emer- 
gencies and accidents. should know more about 
sanitation and the general hygiene the home. 
Then could look beyond the limits the kinder- 
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garten and the larger educational field for the health 
team work that will win first place the health scale 
nations. But our special concern show how 
equipment, methods, and means the kindergarten 
makes adequate provision for the children’s physical 
development. What effect this has upon the school 
and eventually upon the nation, will left for you 
judge. 

What mean greater America? Surely 
not speak geographically, nor terms 
wealth possessions. Then must mean 
greater America strength and physical develop- 
ment; mental poise; creative ability and 
constructive power. nation great strong 
proportion her people are great strong. 
building stronger, more perfect America 
must begin with the building healthy and more 
perfect children. 

Child Welfare has become health slogan! 
truly the foundation stone the health program 
the nation. essential part the general health 
program home visiting public health nurses and 
health visitors. The visit the home has long been 
kindergarten practice, each case being considered 
upon the basis its needs. means such 
visitation, the suspicion beginning organic 
disease may called the attention parents 
the appropriate health authorities agency; and 
physical defects and deformities can prevented 
corrected and general supervision maintained 
over diet and general hygiene. 

well born, have provision made for 
good health, have the opportunity play, are the 
rights every child. Taking note and providing 
along these lines secures the nation its most 
precious resource—the health 
ations. 

have put the war behind us, but still hear 
the challenge safeguard little children from the 
start. Difficulties must removed; short, the 
children must start without handicap hindrance. 
More than the opportunity express themselves, 
they must have the companionship other children. 
The kindergarten makes provision for all these 
its health work with parents, its oversight the 
children’s physical development, and 
aspect and emphasis its program. 

Assuming the biological point view seek 
our educational philosophy the laws growth. 
From this perspective understanding child 
nature and corresponding child needs not impossi- 
ble nor difficult. conceive his physical limita- 


tions, define the limits his possibilities. 
find that every part the body has its own order 
development and its own critical periods. This 
true the nervous, the circulatory, the respiratory, 
and the digestive systems. The order this devel- 
opment must followed. The stage develop- 
ment must determine the demands and requirements 
educational problems. 

The kindergartner, the teacher, knows what 
diseases are prevalent among children different 
periods and stages development. This 
simple task. calls for special preparation, for 
special training, and for special knowledge. 

The wise kindergartner, the wise teacher, first 
seeks know the physical condition the children 
who come under her observation and care. She 
detects physical defects eyes, ears, nose, throat, 
and teeth; spinal deformity, malnutrition, tuber- 
culosis, and nervous states. Detection 
any these but the initial step and presupposes 
the knowledge that includes their causes, their 
symptoms, their effect upon general health, and the 
appropriate method treatment, whether medical 
educational. 

are coming more and more appreciate the 
intimate relation between mental and physical con- 
ditions, and those who have the privilege 
being with little children know that cannot expect 
find normal instincts, emotions, intelligence, 
conduct children suffering from any the fore- 
going physical defects those who show disin- 
clination play. 

cannot take the play impulse and 
build upon it, there very little left aid our 
kindergarten—our educational program. 
find educational possibilities; through play the 
normal child interprets the life processes going 
about him; through play experiments with the 
materials his environment, and from these mate- 
rials creates world his own. disinclination 
these things, enter into play, one the 


earliest and most dependable symptoms 


naughtiness and badness children today regarded 
due pathological conditions, and recent studies 
delinquency show underlying causes traceable 
some physical defect condition. One the 
principal causes the disinclination play may 
traced condition malnutrition. 
our guard for any signs malnutrition especially, 


because often the forerunner tubercu- 
losis. 


should 
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Malnutrition, when severe, one the causes 
hookworm, and its retarding effect upon mental 
development cannot too greatly stressed. This 
borne out the fact that where school feeding has 
been inaugurated increased mental alertness has 
followed. 

The kindergartner brings the parent the fact 
malnutrition and tells how may corrected 
and how guard against it. She tells the parent 
that inadequate feeding, sometimes due poverty 
but more often due ignorance neglect, one 
its important causes. She states this the well-to- 
mother well others less fortunate. 

some cases insufficient clothing, which robs the 
body heat, cause malnutrition. Increased 
nervous instability overwrought nervous children 
also traceable malnutrition. Adenoids and 
enlarged tonsils induce condition toxemia which 
affects nutrition; worry and unhappiness are con- 
ducive malnutrition, must constantly keep 
mind that not only children with obvious physical 
defects, but bright, nervous, sensitive children often 
suffer from malnutrition. 

The kindergartner, the teacher, constantly 
the alert for such signs skin, lack 
color, thinness, symptoms lassitude. Knowing 
she does that malnutrition the greatest menace 
sedentary passive work, she not only urges but 
makes provision for proper feeding, healthful sur- 
roundings, companionship, and play. 

The kindergarten has been the advance guard 
the great movements that have culminated child 
welfare societies and agencies, the playground asso- 
ciation, the parent-teachers’ organization 
community center, which adult expression the 
kindergarten ideal. The kindergarten was the 
lead those wonderful movements that converged 
and culminated the modern educational movement. 
Today find the kindergarten holding the same 
position the health movement which make 
stronger and greater, more perfect America. 

Tuberculosis collects toll not only from the 
vast number those afflicted with the disease itself, 
but also from the great number who are compelled 
live daily and constant association with those 
afflicted. estimated that two more million 
children now attending school will fall victims unless 
much more done save them. State tuberculosis 
societies the following statements emphasize this 
point: One third all poverty the world due 
tuberculosis; one half the world 
are crippled tuberculosis; one fourth all sick- 
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ness due tuberculosis, and one tenth all 
deaths due Among the 150,000 
persons who are killed tuberculosis the United 
States every year there are more than 12,000 children 
under five years age. 

Most this loss preventable. Much stress 
laid upon the desirability more playgrounds, more 
health supervision, more education toward the 
eradication the disease. Much has been accom- 
plished among adults. The adult understands and 
grasps the meaning the benefits rest, diet, and 
fresh air. Among children little has been accom- 
plished. Greater care must taken children, 
for many the Infections occur early infancy, 
mainly from contact with some tuberculous person, 
and these early infections have less chance for 
recovery. Much depends upon the vitality the 
individual, the nature the environment, and the 
habits living those with whom the children come 
daily contact, therefore, children must 
tected. 

need multiply the number nutritional 
clinics, and provide camping grounds for children 
under the supervision and direction those specially 
trained for such service. The kindergarten has 
pointed the way its wise provision for excursions 
and outings. 

The seat infection young children often 
the lymphatic glands and the bones, tonsils and 
adenoids. the bones has made 
many thousands cripples. According Dr. 
Terman the most frequent onset bone tuberculosis 
between the years two and nine; the spinal 
cases seventy-two per cent begin between one and 
five; and the hip cases sixty-four per cent between 
the years two and six. These figures have special 
significance for us. 

all these cases greatest stress should placed 
upon early diagnosis. Early treatment gives hope 
for recovery. For the kindergartner, the children 
with frequent occasional pain, slight rigidity 
tenderness the joints, should objects suspi- 
cion. Suspicious signs are easily recognized the 
kindergarten. Children who not readily enter 
into the plays and games, who show their bodily 
responses some retarding hindering condition, 
perhaps the slight rigidity tenderness the 
joints just mentioned, give the kindergartner the 
opportunity that will offer the children the advan- 
tages essential care leading eventual cure. 
Contributing factors towards this end, authorities 
tell us, are appropriate nourishment provided 
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school nutritional clinic, not home, open-air 
open-window schools, rest and sleep, abundance 
outdoor play, specially adapted program 
instruction, constant medical oversight, home visita- 
tion, and parental co-operation. 

Let compare the recommendations the 
health authorities with the provisions made the 
kindergarten. The kindergarten provides highly 
trained and experienced teachers, other words, 
adequate leadership; provides for excursions, auto 
rides, and outings; for work often carried out 
doors; visiting the homes; mothers’ meetings; 
gardens and outdoor play space; and recognizes the 
importance nutritional work, medical inspection, 
and the neighborhood nurse. addition health 
inspection ‘by doctor and nurse the kindergartner 
records number children who enter into 
wholesome and normal play experiences, the number 
homes visited, and the number health problems 
solved. 

Our best kindergartens today offer most these 
provisions and some cases are offering even more, 
for they take into consideration the laws physical 
growth formulating the kindergarten program. 
Play, rest, industrial arts, and gardening are carried 
accordance with economic methods instruc- 
tion and regard for the laws fatigue. 

Seating and posture are very important consider- 
ations. The kindergarten has always provided chairs 
and tables suited the size and growth children. 
Each year has brought some improvement. Children 
are left more and more free assume natural pos- 
tures. Attention given both sitting and stand- 
ing. Kindergarten ‘children are not kept seated 
standing for prolonged intervals, and occupations are 
frequently changed. These are alternated with 
changed positions and with physical movement— 
rhythm, play, game. The charge that has often 
been made that school has depressing and inhibiting 
effect cannot placed upon the kindergarten, for 
the kindergarten children have opportunity for 
free physical movement and for occupations that 
leave them free from strain worry. 

The students child psychology and child 
hygiene all emphasize the importance muscular 
activity. the kindergarten opportunity given 
for much free movement and activities and also for 
controlled directed movement and activities 
the basis the children’s stage development and 


the limit limitation their physical powers and 
endurance. 


The kindergartner follows the order the 
children’s muscular development and provides oppor- 
tunity for the exercise the larger fundamental 
muscles before calling into use the smaller acces- 
sory muscles. this connection the best kinder- 
gartens are insisting that addition the usual 
kindergarten room there shall play room con- 
taining simple play apparatus, such slides, teeters, 
ladders, and similar devices. There much value 
this program that can carried forward and 
continued throughout the elementary grades. 

the kindergarten, particular provision made 
against fatigue, anxiety, and strain. These are 
factors which contribute and culminate some 
phase mental disorder. This statement based 
upon the study nervous disorders during and 
since the war. This contribution enables 
better understand the nervous manifestations 
little children, and especially the kindergarten, 
because the naive and spontaneous ways which 
children express themselves, that find ourselves 
position make some study possible 
diagnosis each particular case. 

spite these facts and figures there still 
remains vast amount ignorance with regard 
matters health and disease. Our investigations 
and studies are still incomplete and not know 
all the influences that harm retard the physical 
growth young children, but know that their 
power resistence lower and that they are more 
susceptible sickness and disease than adults. 
know the effects malnutrition; know 
the dangers infection from tuberculosis; 
know the importance free, spontaneous activity 
and play; know the necessity for guarding 
children against fatigue, anxiety, and strain; 
know their need for wholesome and attractive forms 
occupation, and know their need for the 
companionship other children. facts are 
fundamental the formulation the kindergarten 
program and the method its operations.

They 
prefer the picture portraying places resembling those 
which they have visited, suggesting their 
own pets, people similar those whom they know, 
scenes and incidents corresponding their own 
imaginings. They enjoy also pictures which are 
gateways new realms which they would like 
explore. Often they are strongly influenced pic- 
tures people whom they wish resemble scenes 
which they would like Although 
the formal esthetic qualities pictorial art doubt- 
less exert influence this time, appreciation 
them appears secondary and matter 
definite consciousness. 

These likings children for pictures are definite 
formative influences. The children not only try 
find pictures effects which they remember seeing 
nature, but they also search nature for what the 
picture portrays. The picture thus develops way 
seeing, means recasting individual perceptions. 
the pictures which first awaken interest are poor 
quality, they will lose their influence after taste 
matured. the other hand the object pref- 
erence itself artistically excellent, the early narra- 
tive associations are enriched other qualities 
time goes by. 

Perhaps cultivation familiarity with its col- 
lections under pleasant auspices the primary serv- 
ice art museum can render for elementary school 


children. They come know institution, 
place where may found unique sort enjoy- 
ment, new interpretations the world appear- 
ances and the realm industrial production.

The museum may provide influences which save 
their visits from being aimless wanderings. Its col- 
lections may thus illuminate history, geography, and 
literature, and show how designers and artists have 
solved problems similar ways those with which 
the children themselves are working. will also 
present survey various types art expression, 
that children may know that these exist, and not 
come upon them maturity only find them queer 
and bewildering. lectures, lantern slides, pam- 
phlets, and loan exhibitions, museums are extending 
their influence still more intimately into the elemen- 
tary school life children. 

The strong imitative tendencies children 
this age have much with their esthetic devel- 
opment, because these tendencies lead more than 
conscious copying actions. They extend mat- 
ters the emotions unconscious assumption 
the attitudes mind their instructors. Con- 
sequently, valuable are the methods and devices 
which have recently been developed, the personality 
those who guide children esthetic matters 
important and enduring influence.

cally. Start with the back leg which the rabbit 
sitting. Explain why his back legs are much 
longer than his front ones, and how uses them 
jumping, digging, give warning. The children 
will tend make the curve the haunch too round 
instead almost vertical, with quick curve the 
top, should be. Cut the stomach with short 
vertical line. Exaggerate the thickness the front 
paws, the children like make them too long 
and slim. 

Call their attention the fact that the neck and 
stomach are really continuation the same sur- 
face, therefore the line the neck must 
rectly over the stomach.

The curve for the back 
the head should much less than the curve for the 
nose. cutting the back the rabbit the children 


frequently curve the lower part too much, almost 
making the rabbit sit his tail, and giving him 
very lean and lanky appearance. 

The squirrel should cut similar manner, 
except that the body should pitched farther for- 
ward. The chin should slanted upward, thus 
placing the nose higher the face; the ears are 
shorter, fatter, and more rounded; good bushy 
tail will mark him squirrel, whatever else 
missing. 

The standing goat course much simpler, 
though less interesting, than the one action, and 
therefore should tried first. Start the cutting 
with the back the back leg. Notice that the 
joint little less than halfway the leg. The 
length the back about equal the height the 
goat this pose, and will show two humps for the 
haunch and shoulder joints. Little the neck will 
show, but don’t forget put the ear. horns 
should carried well over the back and cut thin 
and curved.

the sitting figure the boy start with the 
cutting the back, making both the back and head 
well the left. sure the leg cut parallel 
the bottom the paper, you wish have him 
sit squarely the ground.

Where Shall Tell Stories? 


Anna Mae Brady, Instructor Story Telling, State Normal School, Madison, 


ECAUSE story telling the art the fireside 
and not the footlights, naturally belongs 
the home and the mother the natural story 
teller. true that primitive times was the 
traveling entertainers who told these wonderful tales 
appreciative audience, but was the parents 
the home, and especially the mother, who retold 
these stories their children and their children’s 
children, and preserved for the world gems 
race literature. these mothers owe debt 
gratitude that can never paid, but can 
our part keep the stories alive for future gener- 
ations proclaiming, whenever possible, their im- 
mense value mankind. 

Can you not remember how your mother used 
gather you children about her and tell such wonder- 
ful And all your life have you gver found 
any one who could tell stories well mother? 
that memory, which inexpressibly sweet, perhaps 
the story itself plays the least important part, but 
was doubt large factor your development. 
The mother who understands able discipline 
almost entirely through her stories. Just the tell- 
ing the Pig Brother, with personal reference, 
will often cause general scrubbing little hands, 
and after hearing tales courteous Knights, 
remove his hat the proper time. Such stories 
teach without sermon and manners with- 
out and because this they are much more 
effective. 

Many mothers hesitate tell stories because 
they feel they cannot well. This great 
mistake for they will take the trouble make 
study stories and then tell them their very best 
possible manner, they will have the satisfaction 
always remaining their audience ‘‘the very best 
story teller the mother can afford 
deprive her children such benefits nor such 
sweet memories. 

The teachers our public schools are keenly 
alive the possibilities the story, and have made 


use great educative force. Because con- 
ditions our country, many things have neces- 
sity been transferred from the home the school. 
This seems true certain sense story tell- 
ing. Educators are not attempting usurp the 
rights the home doing, but are only seeking 
supplement it. They realize that the home fur- 
nishes the natural setting for the story, but for the 
unfortunate children whose mothers not tell 
stories, for those who not hear enough stories, 
the schoolroom story hour has come brighten, 
cheer, and educate. Even child does come 
from home where stories are told will harmed 
way, nor will his interest lessened, 
hears the very same ones again school. Instead 
benefitted, for gets two different interpre- 
tations the same story, and well for him 
hears good stories often that they become very 
part himself. 

Even our Sunday find the story 
being used with great success. That used 
all good omen, but few Sunday school teachers 


have realized that the Bible our greatest story 


book—in that capacity almost never used. 
Those the old school considered sacrilegious 
give anything from the Bible except the form 
Modern pedagogy and psychology have 
given different ideas the subject. Children 
are not interested doctrines, but they are inter- 
ested people and life. tell them con- 
nected way the story the life Joseph will teach 
them such moral truths obedience, honesty, purity, 
bravery, love family, and the ultimate triumph 
right over wrong. Not will they recognize 
these qualities, but their influence will much 
more lasting than would given the ordi- 
nary Sunday school fashion. What true Joseph 
true the story Moses, David, Ruth, and many 
others who were once boys and girls like our audi- 
ence today. 

The aim the Sunday school not the mem- 
orizing even the interpretation passages 
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Scripture, but the spreading the gospel right 
living, and way can this accomplished 
effectively through the medium the oral 
story. 

the last few years have heard much about 
the benefits story telling the playground. This 
should offer ideal conditions for story telling, for 
after children have played the fresh air they are 
relaxed and refreshed, and are just the mood for 
story. Games add physical efficiency, alert- 
ness, and they much socialize. When they 


are combined with the refining influence litera- 


ture, the child being fitted for association and co- 
operation with people. 

Public libraries are now using story telling 
means interesting children the best books. 
Children will not know the best books select un- 
less they are guided some way, but telling 
stories from certain books the library, the literary 
taste entire community may cultivated. 

Where, then, shall tell stories? the home, 
the public school, the Sunday school, the library, 
any place where find gathered together 
group happy, joyous children.

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Experiment Purposeful Activities First Grade 
William Alexander Smith, M., Principal, Hackensack, 


following plan work was carried out 

first grade room under the direction teacher 
who was graduate Teachers College, Columbia 
University. this experiment attempt was 
made give the pupils opportunity help 
their own development presenting conditions 
which would allow greater freedom pupil activity 
than usually found the ordinary public school- 
room. attempt will made here evaluate 
the results. will simply present study the 
real situation and the method approach the 
teacher. 

This experiment was tried the Broadway 
School, Hackensack, New Jersey, public school 
where the foreign element, largely Italian, predomi- 
nated. The furniture equipment was first fixed 
desks which, later the year, were changed tables 
and chairs. 

The object the experiment was try con- 
duct first grade class along lines that, first, would 
more democratic, substituting for the autoc- 
racy the teacher opportunity for the children 
give free expression their own ideas; second, 
endeavor replace forced obedience with large 
measure self-control; third, make the child 
active seeker after knowledge and satisfy this felt 
need, rather than have the teacher treat the child 
passive receptacle into whose mind the teacher 
would pour such knowledge she, adult, con- 
sidered necessary; fourth, strive for the healthy, 
normal development the child, and cherish that 
spontaneous happiness little children making 
the schoolroom life-like rather than life-less. 

The big problem was how attain these aims 
and the same time meet the requirements 
fixed and definite curriculum. teacher was con- 
stantly faced with the thought, can all these desirable 
ends attained and the same time teach read- 
ing, phonics, and number requirements. 

Method procedure. The teacher started the 
theory that the schoolroom was serve lab- 
oratory for democracy would necessary for the 
child learn voice his ideas from the beginning. 
attain this aim pupil leadership the activities 
the room was planned and carried out along the 


following lines. First, there were assemblies con- 
ducted the children; then followed cleanliness 
campaign under pupil leadership. Government 
the group very soon became felt need. Pupils 
were led discuss rules and punishments. These 
the group had make for themselves. For exam- 
ple, where pupil would not work quietly with 
group was banished from its activities for time 
the vote the group. This developed the neces- 
sity for self-control. 

Number facts were mainly developed and applied 
through games. Language was made function 
through discussions, telling personal experiences, 
the planning and carrying out dramatic situations, 
stories and picture studies, the completion stories 


begun the teacher, another member the class. 


Spelling was made interesting making game. 
Acting out stories and one pupil helping another 
worked well reading. Phonics was taken out 
the field pure drill making series illustrated 
charts where the interest aroused the picture was 
connected with the phonic element. music play 
songs were used whenever possible. Children made 
new words fit known tunes. the physical 
exercises games were used based upon some activity 
suggested pupil. Children selected, executed, 
and judged the entire procedure. The plan for work 
when pupils were not the recitation was based 
entirely pupil selection some line activity 
which the child was interested. 

Project periods where each pupil worked his 
own selected project took the place the set class 
work which usually associated with the industrial 
arts period. 

All this freedom selection work children 
would impossible unless the teacher was fully 
alive the problem supplying the room with 
great variety equipment with which children like 
work. During the year the following toys and 
stationery equipment were supplied: blocks, small 
mechanios, trains cars, wooden animals, rag dolls, 
puzzles, hammock, large doll, illustrated books, 
colored sticks, paper dolls, jumping ropes, horse 
reins, tools such hammers, saws, nails, vise; paint 
brushes, compasses, punch, scissors, oilcloth, pat- 
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terns, boxes colored tablets, animal puzzles, cut- 
out puzzles, alphabet letters, numbers, and words. 

deciding what kind materials place before 
children the following principles were adopted 
guide: first, the material must sufficiently large 
avoid muscular eye strain; second, the material 
must adaptable unskilled hands; third, all 
material must have appeal child interest. 

The materials for selective seat work were classi- 
fied under the following types: (a) Paper, 
empty cardboard paper boxes. (c) Wood, such 
boxes, clothespins, sticks, wooden collar buttons, 
dowel sticks, pieces wood for construction pur- 
poses, nails, tacks, and screws. (d) Textiles, such 
bits cotton cloth, old window shades, gloves, 
stockings, cotton jute, cord, etc. (e) Mis- 
cellaneous material, such glue, paste, bells, bot- 
tles, balls, paper fasteners, colored crayons, etc. 


About the use the materials. 


Since material acts stimulus thought 
and its use helps express and clarify thought, 
wise not overemphasize technique for fear that 
doing would limit the possibilities problem 
action. 

The child interested object from the 
standpoint the part plays life, hence 
interested more the utility side than the beauty 
side the finished product. 

Teach reasonable care and economy ma- 
terial but not hamper its legitimate use. 

Remember that the object shape material 
into manual expression. the child given suffi- 
cient freedom, the ease handling materials will 
grow that will become more capable hand- 
ling problem industrial arts. 

was also found that best not have 
sufficient material given kind for all use 
the same time. This limitation brings about ligiti- 
mate, lifelike, social situations and provides for 
spirit give and take among the children. 

was found that allow children make 
their own rules govern the use the material 
worked well. 


Dangers freedom selection and how meet them. 


There the danger flitting attention, leav- 
ing problem before completed. This was over- 
come the watchful attention the teacher, who 
made children, when they had once selected cer- 
tain problem, persevere until was finished. This 
good training discipline. 


There danger constant reversion the 
same problem. Here the remedy again lies with the 
teacher. She should question the child why 
chose that problem again. Suggest that walk 
around and see what the others are doing. 

the teacher not constantly alert find 
new material and keep one step ahead the pupils 
interest will lag. best plan provide new 
material 

There danger swamping the child with 
too much material. Caution: provide materials 
gradually. 

The question discipline which arises out 

the temptation interfere with the rights others 
calls for all the diplomacy the teacher. work- 
ing out this experiment this danger was the hardest 
control. was met largely the teacher keep- 
ing the background. was found that the best 
way prevent freedom going too far was make 
the group sentiment act automatic check 
license. Abuse freedom was checked the dis- 
approval the other members the group. Such 
disapproval brought banishment from the group 
the group. was the application self-govern- 
ment. 
There was the constant fear that the require- 
ments fixed the curriculum not met. 
This danger was largely overcome devoting the 
main stress the recitation time definite drill 
required for reading and the other subjects. 


Some reasons why should ahead along the lines 
this experiment. 


devitalizing the child’s personality tell 
him detail what say, think, do, and 
feel. This mechanical puppet ofhim. 
far better follow plan that will allow the child 
develop his own natural endowments. 

For the most part the desires the young child 
are the dictates his own genuine needs. The 
things that wants are usually the things that 
should for the sake his own development. 

far possible self-control should sub- 
stituted for forced obedience. Breaking the will 
the child longer considered good pedagogy. 

Interest and happiness would promoted 
making the school real workshop rather than 
molding machine. 

should provide ample opportunity allow 
the instinct childhood carry into expression all 
impressions. This experiment least provided 
means for carrying out these five principles. 
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Some values seen from the experiment may 
summarized follows: 


the beginning the year the immature 
child with flitting attention had little ability work 
out problem born his own desire. This lack 
ability was certainly changed during the year. One 
year freedom selecting and working out proj- 
ects revealed new child. was illuminating see 
not only the great variety projects these children 
would attempt but astonishing witness many 
the real problems that they worked out. For exam- 
ple, one day one the little fellows from this first 
grade came into the office the principal. said 
nothing but stood gazing the desk telephone. 
Later the day ‘the principal found that this boy

had abundant evidence show that the 
problem holds the child rather than the compelling 
will the teacher. 

There developed natural use motive and 
initiative along with the ability weigh values and 
criticise with spirit helpfulness. Ability en- 
large and organize their ideas came through doing. 

Training for citizenship was clearly shown 
through the healthy group reaction. There devel- 
oped feeling personal responsibility each child 
for other members the class. 

This class was promoted the end the year 
and with some modifications now following along 
similar lines development.

The bulbs this list will give great variety 
beautiful blossoms through all the weeks win- 
ter. They can bought any the seed and 
bulb houses for small sum.

that felt the need playhouse corner 
which they might kept. ordered 
screen house made. The framework was wood 
with front and two hinged sides beaver board. 
When arrived great joy was manifested the 
children and they immediately discussed all that 
they could with it. The following are some 
the suggestions they offered:

and checked off when accomplished. General con- 
census opinion decided that first the house should

great was their satisfaction over the exterior, 
they decided paint the interior and chose light 
buff But this did not satisfy ‘‘because did 
not look like wall paper.” Then one child said 
had border would all This sug- 
gestion was received with enthusiasm and all started 
making samples. Many were the designs made, 
quetry. The border chosen popular vote was 
made light blue paper with row dark blue 
parquetry circles across the center and crayoned 
line either side. This was then made and put 
several children. 

All the parents were interested this. project 
and sent all sorts material used. They also 
visited see what progress were making. 
Lace curtains were made from old net curtain 
brought one child, blankets outing flannel 
brought another, and tablecloth from suitable 
material. 

Windows were measured and shades made 
green construction paper, window draperies paper 
and parquetry match the wall paper border. 

One one the suggested articles appeared with 
the exception the lattice, window boxes, garden, 
porch, and roof. The children were satisfied just 
play and enjoy the fruits their labor until one 
day new child came who wanted know why 
there was porch. The porch was then made 
large blocks and boards. Then lattice was made 
one child with vine green raffia and tissue 
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paper flowers. Flower boxes were made green 
construction paper filled with paper tulips. 

Since the house was well furnished with ready- 
made toys, little furniture was made; only table 
and bookcase were finished. 

Our house has been constant source joy, and 
daily presents new problems, cleaning house, 
making new pictures, arranging furniture differently, 
washing curtains, and sometimes even have 
call the fire department come and put out 
imaginary fire and save the occupants. What did 
ever without it! 

Store 

the children the morning session appropri- 
ated the screen house, the afternoon children decided 
visited near-by store which was conducted the 
father one our children, who naturally was 
most sympathetic, showing everything and do- 
nating several empty boxes. 

When came home and discussed the project, 
the children decided build their store boxes, and 
the next day many were brought, mostly orange 
crates. row these was placed along the back 
the space allotted for the store and one either 
corner front. Smaller boxes were used for the 
sides. The children nailed these together with nar- 
row lathes which had our carpenter shop, 
making framework, which, when covered with 
wrapping paper (held place thumb tacks), 
gave very realistic effect. The small grocery 
store had visited was copied and were de- 
lighted with the suggestions received from the chil- 
dren. 

Among the objects that appeared were baskets 
(bushel and market); apples and vegetables made 
plasticine; gloves; cans fruit and vegetables; 


bunches bananas, the stalk made plasticine, the 
bananas paper stuck on; candy all kinds; wash- 
boards made wood and corrugated paper, and 
innumerable other things. Money was made, 
telephone installed, and the store was opened for 
business. 

When these children left for the next grade, tak- 
ing all their remaining stock with them, the morn- 
ing children claimed the store. They immediately 
decided that their store would Ten Cent store 
buy anything Then came the 
important business naming the store. After 
discussion vote was taken and the name 
lin Kindergarten Store’’ secured the majority 
votes. printed the sign with the school print- 
ing press, recovered the store with new paper, and 
the children started making the stock. 

There were days when they chose what they 
wanted make, other days when different groups 
made the same article, while sometimes all made the 
same thing. 

The children interested carpentering made 
shovels, aeroplanes, windmills, 
boards out wood. Other objects were: jointed 
paper dolls with tissue paper dresses and hats; shoes; 
drums, pails, and washtubs oatmeal 
bons; dress goods; Mother Goose books; handker- 
chiefs; and clay beads strung with straws. the 
various holidays approached, our store was stocked 
for the occasion. Near February 14, valentines ap- 
peared, near the 22d, flags and soldiers, near Easter, 
bunnies, lilies, and baskets. After Easter the greater 
part our stock was the homes our small man- 
ufacturers and since needed the floor space for 
other projects, the store was discontinued, but 
still remembered with joy and pleasure.

Co-operative Work the Kindergarten 


several days the children the Franklin

served logs passing their homes and the schoolhouse.

When they 
discovered that their ideas were not practical sug- 
gestion from the teacher helped them out. The 
lowing are the results the working out the chil- 
dren’s ideas: 

The forest with growing trees was inside the cir- 
cle. The trees were the three-foot and two-foot 
Patty Hill blocks standing first just the 
three-foot blocks were used, but this did not satisfy 
one child who said that trees were not all the same 
height the shorter blocks were also used. 

The bunk house where the lumber jacks slept was 
under one end long kindergarten table. 

The barn sheltering the horses was another long 
kindergarten table the other side the room. 

The activity started when little boy said that 
must get the train the north woods. 
The other children joined him making train and 
with the help the piano great deal rhythmic 
action resulted from their play. 

The lumber jacks arrived the camp night 
and went sleep under little girl sug- 
gested that some one was needed cook for the lum- 
ber jacks and another little girl who was anxious 
service said that the cook needed hired girl 
help. Then the little girls awakened the lumber 
jacks and while they were pretending wash and 
dress, the cook and hired girl prepared breakfast. 
The bead boxes were used dishes and the beads 
food. While the lumber jacks were work the 
girls washed the dishes and swept the floor, also 
peeled potatoes for dinner. 

The lumber jacks took boards suitable sizes 
represent axes and saws. First they chopped near 
the foot the trees, then two children took long 
board and one each end sawed down the trees 
which really fell over, much their delight and 
satisfaction. large box which was used hold 
the blocks was suggested for the logging sled. 
rope was tied one end the box that the horses 
could pull it. When the trees were felled the lum- 
ber jacks hitched the horses, which were impa- 
tiently waiting the barn, drove the sled the for- 
est, piled the heavy logs with much effort and 


one would find reality, then drove off 
the river.

Three short blocks were held together two 
children. Arranged this way they equalled the 
length the longest block, which represented log. 
After the saw had turned short time one the 
places where the blocks were held together, the end 
block fell off. The same thing happened the mid- 
dle block after the saw had turned again, making the 
log cutting very realistic. 

One the largest sash and door factories the 
city was chosen the place send the logs from 
the mill. One the boys made his office out 
chairs and transacted the business selling his ma- 
terial. Another child playing that lived dis- 
tant small town, where had visited, telephoned 
long distance for material from the factory build 
himself This required trains built and run 
the other children carry the lumber.
